KANSAS CITY, May 14.—A terrible 


cyclone struck this city and vicinity at 4:80 
o'clock yesterday. Tho cyclone divided as it 
struck Kansas City, and completely made the 
circuit of tho town. Over §500,000 worth of 
property was destroyed in Cftoon minutes- 
Four lives aro known to bo lost, and many 
persons aro badly injured. Tho storm was a 
terrible ono while it lasted, Hailstoco'a as 
largo as hen's oggs fell in groat quantities. 
Tho air was filled with tho (tying dobria of tho 
buildings which stood in tho cyclono'u path. 
Mon and women,-horses and .buggies woro 
hurled through tho air, 


Tho escapes in many cases were miraculous. 


Tho storm left havoc and destruction in its 
path. Tho streets aro strown with 
pieces of lumber, and household articlou. In 
many places planis and pieces of lumber have 
boon driron throe or four foot into tho ground. 
Tho storm struck tho city from tho northwest, 
coining through Wyaudotte and tumping across 
tlio Kansas river to this city.

Btroy our manufactures.

Matters long Delayed. 


The persons who settle in a new sec- 


tion of the country are a loug time in 
surrounding themselves 
with what 


pass for the comforts of life. This de- 
lay is often occasioned by lack of suita- 
ble means. The new settlcTs have to 
provide themselves with homes before 
they can adorn themselves. They must 
have the necessities of .'life before they 
can pay much attention to its comforts 
and conveniences. They have land to 
pay for and improve, fences to make, 
houses and outbuildings to erect and 
farm machinery to purchase. While 
they are accomplishing all these things 
they have their families to support and 
their children to educate. They there- 
fore try to make -themselves 'contented 
with poor homes :and:'ordinary fare. 
They.dress plainly; and everything about 
their places presents : a..very plain aj> 
pcarancc. Having fallen into the habit 
of getting along with few things that 
pertain to comfort, convenience and 
beauty, they continue in the habit long 
after they arc in' ii condition to obtain 
them. In some sections .of tho country 
the work of adorning and making com- 
fortable country homes is delayed till 
tho second generation. The children 
of the persons who' settle in a now re- 
gion have more time and money, and 
they ai'e likely to travel in parts of the 
country where there aro fine and com- 
modious buildings, good orchards, vine- 
yards and plantations of small fruits, 
shade and ornamental trees,-vegetable 
and llower gardens, well-kept lawns, 
and other evidences.of taste and refine- 
ment. They return home, and imme- 
diately commence to improve tho places 
which present so many opportunities for 
improvements of various kinds. They 
plant flowers and shrubs as well as corn 
and potatoes; they have regard for 
beauty as well as utility. 


Ic is certainly very desirable to com- 


mence to improve country homes as 
soon as they become homos. People 
who live on farms have few means of 
enjoyment outside tho land they own 
and occupy. Their living is chiully 
confined to the articles of food they pro- 
duce on their own places. Observation 
shows that in many cases it consists 
largely of "hog and hominy.1' Now, 
it is comparatively easy . to provide 
many articles of food that in excellence 
may pass for luxuries. A very small 
sum ot" money and a- little timo will en- 
able new settlers to obtain many table 
comforts. If the seed of water-crcss_be 
sown OR the banks of a stream or spring 
,brook a lasting supply of one ot tho 
finest relishes may be secured. As a 
condiment it lias no superior. It is ex- 
cellent for eating with meat and lish, 
and ovon with bread and butter. It re- 
quires no preparation for tho table, and 
needs no addition but salt. Asparagus 
occupies a loading place among table 
luxuries, and a plot of land planted to 
this delicious vegetable will furnish 
more food than if planted to anything 
else. A bed once prepared will con- 
tinue to be productive for twenty years. 
The roots are somewhat expensive if 
ordered from a nurseryman and sent a 
loug distance by express. But a farmer 
can raise the roots from seed us well as 
a professional nurseryman. A paper of 
suetl costing tcu cents will produce 
plants enough to afl'ord all the aspara- 
gus a family will consume. An ounce 
of seed will produce about two hundred 
^plants. The seed should be sowed in 
•rows about a foot apart, anil tho yovtng 
plauts carefully cultivated during the 
first season. If attended to faithfully 
they will bo largo enough to place in a 
.permanent bed or row the following 
.spring. Some stalks can be used the 
first season, and tho roots will bear 
close cutting every season afterward. 


i Grapes, currants, gooseberries 
and 


•othei small fruits that aro propagated 
.by cuttings can be started at the cx- 
ipense of a very little time and money, 
.The cuttings can generally bo obtained 
of persons who have old vinos and 
bushes at a nominal expense. They 
can "Onerally br obtained from old 
friend's living at i - distance without cost, 
and can be forwarded jby freight for a 
small sum. An excellent substitute for 
small fruits is furnished by rhubarb or 
pie plant. This can be propagated from 
seed as easily as asparagus and in sub- 
stantially tho samo way. Lilacs, snow- 
balls, syringias, honeysuckle's and vari- 
ous other flowering and other ornament- 
al shrubs can be propagated by cut- 
tin"-s as easily as currant and -gooseber- 
ry 'Gushes. Ornamental shrubs will live 
as long as trees, afford material for mul- 
tiplying the species, and will give very 
little trouble. 'Most of thorn are hardy 
and very productive of flowers and foli- 
age. Tliere are few places, oven in the 
'•treeless portions" of the far west, that 
are very remote from situations where 
wild vines, bushes and shrubs grow. 
Some of them are very beautiful when 
transplanted, pruned and cultivated. 
Most varieties of forest trees aro very 
cosily raised from seed. With an ounce 
of seed of each variety one wishes to 
raise a nursery can bo started that will, 
in a few years, afford all the trees that 
will be needed to afford shade and _or- 
namc-nt on a farm of ordinary size. 
Seeds of trees that do not produce nuts 
can be sent by mail, and acorns and 
other nuts can be transported as freight 
at small expense. By the judicious use 
of trees ana vines a prairie farm may 
bo rendered very beautiful, and the cost 
of them may bo rendered trilling. Good 
tasto in planting will accomplish more 
than a large amount of money spent in 
tho purchase of expensive nursery stock, 
— Chicago Times.

ing two days on the Elk; the four or 
live feet of snow that covers the moun- 
tains and gulches in tho vicinity was 
soft 
and 
honeycombed,

streams were running a freshet. 
But 


Uncle Alex concluded to come to Deer 
Lodge to see Gerber. 
The first eight 


miles to Bear, crossing the 
heavy 


range, had to be made on snow-fboes, 
and the next nine to the stage staV.on on 
foot; but Wednesday morning, of last 
week, he strapped on his eleven-foot 
Norwegian snow-shoes and started over, 
by way of Deep Gulch. 
Tho ascent 


from Elk was tedious and laboriows. It 
is a long trudge up the mountain to the 
top of the ridge, a thousand foot above 
Buartown antt six thousand above the 
sea—especially to a man seventy-six 
years old. The summit was reached at 
last, and he was congratulating himself 
on an easy run down to Beartown, when 
the snow sank in the trail and down ho 
wont.

The only recourse was to ascend tho 
canyon side to tho dividing ridge be- 
tween Elk and Deep and follow along on 
the edge of tho summit. Ho muffled 
his shoes with rope brought for tho pur- 
pose, and the climb was made, good 
footing secured and all looked clear 
ahciftd. {

Uncle Alex then thought it was about 


time for a smoke. He halted, lilled his 
jjipo, lit it, took a North American 
u'hiil'or two, and was just striking out 
when—wh-c-w-w zip, away went the en- 
tire body of snow with.awild whirl, and 
In a moment he was riding an avalanche 
200 feet wide with ligutning speed, 
headlong down tho precipice toward thf 
waters of the crock, nearlj- 400 foot 
below. Fortunately 
he 
was hurled 


"head on," and was within a few feet 
of tho top of the slide when it started. 
He struck with his alpenstock, braced 
himself in tho shoes ho could not disen- 
gage from his ieet, and flew through 
space with the acceleration of speed 
produced by both the declivity and 
snowslidu.

fcttorocl to havo whipped Gerber had ho 
been in sight. But ho wasn't, nor any 
other living thing, and the winds sing- 
ing a plaintive mwiody in the neighbor- 
ing pintis alone brake the stillness that 
succeeded the roar of the avalanche. Ho 
looked back to see if any more snow 
was coming . The canyon side lay bare 
and scarred to tho summit, with the 
bowlders and stumps holding white 
fragments of their recent shroud. He 
had ridden on the crest of the slide and 
was safe. He was about to rest a spell 
before exerting himself to extricate him- 
self, when siuldanly his feet grew cold. 
The chill crept up his ankles and was 
fouling for his knees before he realized 
his 
situation. The 
snow-slido had 


dammed the waters of Deep Gulch. 
They wore coming up after him. Some- 
thing was necessary to bo done without 
unnecessary dolr..y. Some willows and 
brush projected near. He reached over 
and caught them and was speedily free.

in this state. Last year 7727^ acres were 
planted iu this country, but the acreage 
this year will be from 1000 to 2CO less. 


Tbe price o£ seed leaf tobacco has a 


decidedly upward tendancy, nays tbe 
Countryman. It is almost always tbo 
case that this kind oE tobacco comes in- 
to later demand than the Spanish. 


In recent crop reports published it is 


estimated that in some towns the acre- 
age will be decreased, but in others the 
reports of tobacco say there will be a 
slight increase over the C232 acres raised 
last year in Rock county. 


Mr. Gas Bunzl, of the pioneer firm of 


Buoal & Dormitzer, who have dealt iu 
this market for years, nnived tins week.

The Dunkirk correspondent tD the Or- 


e^on Observer says: Tobacco has made 
a good deal of trouble between tho farm- 
ers and the buyers in this section, sever- 
al having to refund to the purchaser the 
money received at tho time of the con- 
tract . 


Tobacco as a window plant, is recom- 


mended by a correspondent of an Eng- 
lish journal. It csrtainly has much to 
csramond it; its Lroad green leaves, and 
stately habit, while, should it flower, its 
abundance of bloom wonld bo showy, aud 
continue long. 


About twenty sorters aro kept busy at 


the Northwestern warehouse sorting tbe 
weed. Most o£ tho tobacco is put iu case 
and stored hei J, where it wi)l be kept un- 
til after it sweats. The average puce 
given per pound is about the same as 
that given at the other warehouses. 


There is nothing iu the present condi- 


tion of tbe tobacco market to discourage 
growers. Good tobacco is_worth as much 
now as it has been for tho past two years. 
Tho difficulty with tbe crop of 188:2 is 
that it is in a very poor condition. This 
was owing to imperfect ripening of the 
crop and to the unfavorable condition of 
the atmosphere while the crop was being 
cured. 


Protection from tho frost is all that 


now oeed be done, in tho seed beds. 
Light canvas covering is all that is nec- 
essary; and when tbe plants show green 
on the bed remove tho canvas duriug the 
day, aud only replace when there is dan- 
ger of frost, or to keep off the bugs. 
Watch for fleas for they come with the 
first peeping of young plants. But re- 
member; uso no paris green or other 
poisonous matter either in tho beds or 
field at any time. The flea may bo got- 
ten rid of by sifting tobacco scraps over 
the beds, or by a light sprinkling ot 
wood ashes. The beds must be prompt- 
ly rid o£ the pesh.
